THRIFT. 


Tbe advantages of thrift to the indi- 


vidual who practices it are not to be 
measured by tbe amount of money saved 
or gained, although that is of impor- 
tance; they include the formation of a 
good habit and very often the develop- 
ment of a temperate and contented dis- 
position. Moreover, thrift may be prac- 
ticed Dy people of very small means, 
The amount of money saved is not of eo 
much importance as the saving habit, 
the determinaliou lo live within one's 
income. 
Even those who have very 


small wages, if they have steady employ- 
ment, can manage to save a little money 
each week without sacrifice of health or 
real comfort. A saving of 50 cents a 
week, or less than ]0 cents a day, does 
not seem a great deal, but iu a year it 
will amount to more than $25, enough 
to carry a man of small means and small 
needs through two or three weeks of en- 
forced idleness or sickness. In a few 
years even auch small savings will fur- 
nish the capital required for the purchase 
of a lot or bouse with which a beginning 
may be made toward becoming a home 
owner. Or tbe small savings may be in- 
vested iu a business enterprise yielding 
greater returns than come fiom labor 
alone. The habit of thrift having been 
established, the man learns to curtail his 
wants; he is temperate in eating and 
drinking, and, therefore, preserves bin 
health, and he is banetitted in nany 
ways. ]>est of all, perhaps, he is ren- 
dered to a certain degree independent. 
He has no debts; be is capable of caring 
for himself if sickness or other misfor- 
tune should temporarily deprive him of 
an opportunity to earn his daily vtuges. 
He is in little danger of becoming pau- 
perized by being made an object of pub- 
lic chanty, and by slow degrees be is tol 
erably sure to become more aud more 
independent, until be baa attained a com- 
petence, even though he may not have 
made a great fortune. Small savings 
seem to be so trivial as to be hardly 
worth tbe effort of a poor man to make 
them. \*et they amount to a consider- 
able sum in the course of years, and one 
who has learned to be thrifty finds, at 
the end of a long term, that he has really 
made few sacrifices in order to become 
possessed of a small but useful capital. 
It is said that the first thousand dollars 
is the hardest to save, and this is true, 
not merely because tbe other thousands 
are built upon accumulations of interest 
as well as by savings, but also because 
tbe paving of the first thousand repre- 
sents tbe formative period of thrifty 
nabits. The general rule to be followed 
by all who would learn to be thrifty is 
to save something, however small, from 
the pay of each week or month. That 
means, in the fust place, the wholesome 
principle of living within one's income, 
ind in tbe second place a gain in capital 
o be used in meeting reverses of for- 
tune, or, if these be escaped, in building 
up a competence, Tbe habit of saving, 
lowever, is the impoitanc outcome of 
thrift. One need not be stingy or mean 
n order to be ihrilty. As a matter of 
fact, thrifty people live quite as well as 
their extiavagant neighbors. The only 
liffprenee between them is that tbe 
thriity family avoids waste by learning 
small economies, while tbe extravagant 
'amily develops tastes beyond the means 
'or tbeir gratification. The thrifty fam- 
ly wants less and gets what it wants; 
tbe extravagant family is always discon- 
tented. Tuere is nothing more impor- 
tant to tbe welfare and happiness of the 
joor than habits of thtift, and they can 
easily be acquited without much saci ifice 
f one begins early to so order one's 
tastes and r.eeds as to keep expenditures 
vilhin the income, whatever that may 
be.—Hallo Hum.

Thirty-three years ago last April tbe 


Grand Army of the Republic was born 
in the little town of Decatar, III. The 
idea of comradeship for the Union sur- 
vivors of the great civil war conceived 
by Chaplain W. J. Kutledge and Sur- 
geon B. F. Scephenson, of the Four- 
teenth Illinois Infantry, took practical 
shape in the organization of the little 
post of veterans on April 9, 1866, from 
which shortly grew tbe Department of. 
Illinois and the national organization, a 
few months later. 


Oa July Ii! of the same 'year the De- 


partment of Illinois was formally or- 
ganized at Springfield with Surgeon 
Stephenson in the chair, and General 
John M. Palmer, then still in active 
service, was elected the first Department 
Commander. Major Stephenson, 
the 


founder of the order, was sorely grieved 
at the failure of the convention to elect 
him, but the members felt that greater 
strength would be given the new organi- 
zation by placing at its head some popu- 
lar soldier who had acquired a national 
reputation. The Major, however, was 
presented with resolutions thanking him 
for organizing tbe order, and he pro- 
ceeded to organize the national body of 
which he temporarily assumed the title 
of Commander-in-Ohief. 


Hy October additional departments 


had been formed in Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Iowa, Minnesota, and posts in Ohio, 
Missouri, Kentucky, Arkansas, District 
of Columbia, Massachusetts, New York, 
and Pennsylvania, and on November 20, 
1SOO, the National Giand Army of the 
Republic was formally organized at the 
flrst National Encampment In Indianap" 
oils, in response to a call issued by Maj. 
Stephenson, and the following were 
elected officers of the National Encamp- 
ment: 
Commander-in-Chief, 
S. A. 


Hurlbut, Illinois; Senior Vice Com- 
mander-in-Chief, R S. Foster, Indiana; 
Adjutant General, B. F. Slepbenson. 
Illinois ; Quartermaster General, Aug- 
ust WilHch, Ohio ; Surgeon General, D. 
C. McNeil, Iowa; Chaplain, William A. 
Pile, Missouri; Council of Adtainistr? 
tion, J. C. Proudfit, Wisconsin ; William 
Vandever, Iowa; T.O. Osborn, Illinois: 
T. C, Fletcher, Missouri; T. T. Taylor, 
Ohio ; II. K. Mileyard, Kentucky; F. 
J. Bramhal),New York; Nathan Kim- 
ball, Indiana, and Clayton McMichel, 
Pennsylvania. 


Headquarters remained at Springfield, 


with Adjutant General Stephenson in 
charge,General Hurlburt being too much 
engrossed in his own affairs to devote 
much time to the order. 


The order began to branch out, and 


when tbe second Encampment was held 
in Philadelphia in January, 1888, there 
were 21 departments, represented by 
1S3 delegates. General John A Logan, 
of Illinois, was elected Commander-in- 
Chief; Joshua T. Owens, Pennsylvania, 
Senior and General Joseph 11. jlawley, 
Junior 
Vice 
Commander-in-ChieC; 


Geceial Logan was twica re-elected; 
General Burnside was Commander-in- 
Chief in 1871 and 1872; General Charles 
Devens in 187.3 and 
1874 ; General 


John F. Hartranft in 137o and 1878 ; 
General John C. Robinson in 1877 and 
1878. 


Up to this time tbe Commanders-in- 


Chief had all been general officers with 
distinguished army records; but at the 
Thirteenth Encampment, held ut Al- 
bany, N. Y., the convention elected 
Chaplain William Earnshaw, of the 
National Military Home, at Dayton, O., 
Commander-in-chief, and broke the line 
of Generals.

Philadelphia aijam got tbe Command- 


er-in Chief in 18S3, in the person of Col. 
onel liobert S. Beath and ho was suc- 
ceeded by another private, John S. 
Kountz, of Toledo, O., who was the 
youngest man ever elc ?ted to the office— 
only 38 years of age. General S. S. Bur- 
dett, of Washington, succeeded Private 
Kounlz, and General Lucius Pairchild, 
of Wisconsin, succeeded General Bur- 
dett. He was followed by Major John 
Patterson Rea, of Minnesota, who was 
succeeded by Major William Warner, of 
Kansas City. The line of Generals was 
renewed in General Russel A. Alger, 
who followed Warner. Then came Col- 
Wheelock G. Veasey, of New York, 
who was followed by Captain John Pal- 
mer, of Albany. 
A. G. Weissart, of 


Milwaukee, was elected in 1S92, Penn- 
sylvania got the office again in 1S97, 
through General J. P. S. Gobin, who 
succeeded T. S. Clerkaon. 


The late James A. Sexton was the last 


Commander-in-Chief, excepting Colonel 
Johnson, of Umcinnatti, the present 
temporary incumbent. 


General Wagner is tbe Senior Past 


Commander-in-chief ; the Senior Past 
Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief, and 
is second on the list of Past Junior Vice 
Commanders. 


GKEAT CHANGES SINCE 1S7B. 


The last National encampment was 


held in Philadelphia. Since then the 
order has grown to be the greatest as- 
sociation of military survivors in the 
world. Then the entire membership of 
the order was less than 30,000. N"ow, 
notwithstanding that the death rate for 
the past seven years has averaged over 
7,000a year, the order has forty-two de- 
partments, 6 900 posts, 300,000 members, 
and over 1,200 voting represen tatives at 
the National Encampment. Then the 
order was disrupted and struggling, and 
the then Mayor, W. S. Stoklay, it is 
said, declined to receive the delegates to 
tbe Encampment, bis place at tbe re- 
ception and banquet having been sub- 
sequently taken by William E. Little- 
ton. Then the Dapartment of Pennsyl- 
vania had eighty-eight posts and 4,658 
members. Now it has about 600 posts 
and about 43,000 members. 


Up to about 1878 the national organi- 


zation had been lighting up hill, gaining 
few new members, and occasionally los- 
ing entire posts. As it took in all hon- 
orably discharged soldiers and sailors of 
the civil war who desired to juin, how- 


tion. In fact, politics began to cut sue 
a figure in tbe order that many of the 
old members left it, and others fough 
shy of entering it. About 1878, how 
ever radical changes were made in th 
sjstem of 
management; 
rules wei 


adopted emphatically prohibiting oflicia 
indorsement of 
political 
candidates 


which left every member free to act a 
he plepsed, and live, active men began 
to bustle through the country to swel 
the membership. The most beneflcia 
results followed, the membership in 
creasing from 31,000 to 44,000 in 1879 
to 13-1,000 in 1882, and to 215,000 in 1883 
The incieas9 then steadily continued ti 
274,000 in 1884, 284,000 in 18S5, 323.00C 
in 1880, 355 000 in 1887, 372,000 in 1888 
397,000 in 1839 and 400,000 in 1800, when 
the high-water mark was reached. 


Since then the membership, through 


deaths and retirements; has bean grad 
ually decreasing, until last year it nad 
gone down to 305,000. 
The decrease 


were as follows: J891, to 407,000; 1892 
399 000 ; 1893, 397,000 ; 1894, 300,000 ; 189. 
357,000; 1896, 310,000; 1897, 319,000 
1898, 305,000. Since the high 
wate 


mark was reached there have been ove: 
60,000 deaths recorded, the percentage o 
deaths increasing from 1.33 m 1890 to 
2,41 in 1898. 


The great growth of the Dspartment 


of Pennsylvania was during the admin 
istrationa of John M. Vauderslica and 
Thomas J. Stewart as Assistant Adju 
tant Generals and Department com- 
manders. During Vanderslice's admin 
istration the membership increased from 
eighty-eight to 233 Posts and from 4600 
Ioover20, 000 roembeis. Inl8S2Thom 
as J Stewart became Assistant Adju 
tant Ge neral, and during the seven years 
of his administration the number oi 
Posts increased from 233 to 581 and the 
membership ot 20,000 to 44,000. During 
h is year as Department Commander he 
added J7 additional Posts to the Depart- 
ment ami 2783 new members, retiring 
from the commandership at the high 
water maik. 


This wonderful increase, which placed 


Pennsylvania in the front rank of the 
National Encampment, so far as mem- 
bership was concerned, was attained 
only by hard work, Commander Stewart 
having traveled 2-5,000 miles, visiting tbe 
various posts and organizing new ones. 
For the past two years General Stewart 
has been the Adjutant General of the 
national orde'r, donating his services, al- 
though previously the position bad paid 
a salary of $2,000. 


With its growth in membership the 


Older has correspondingly expanded its 
influence, until it has become a powerful 
factor iu securing legislation for the sol- 
diets and sailors of the civil war. All 
the legislation beneficial to tbe old sol- 
dier element of the country has been 
conceived and Hs enactment urged by 
the Grand Army. 
It has also been 


largely responsible for the establishment 
of the soldieis homes, and through its 
influence Adjutant General Stewart was 
enabled in 188G to induce the Legislature 
to puss the Soldiers' Burial bill. 


Through its second Commander-in- 


Chief, John A. Logan, it 
created 


Memorial day, now observed throughout 
tbe country, and it has been a potent 
factor in securing the nationalizing of 
great battlefields, like Gettysburg and 
Chickamauga. 


The IIor.se in Battle. 


A veteran cavalry horse partakes of 


the hopes and iears of battle just the 
same as his rider, says Td-Jliis. As the 
column swings into line and wails, the 
horse grows nervous over the waiting. 
It the wait is spun out, he will tremble 
and sweat, and grow apprehensive. 


If ho has been six months in service 


be knows every bugle call. As the call 
comes to advance, tbe rider can feel him 
working at tha bit with his tongue to 
get it between his teeth. As be moves 
out he will either seek to go on faster 
than he should or bolt. lie cannot bolt, 
however. The lines will carry him for- 
ward, and after a minute he will grip, 
lay back his ears, and one can feel his 
sudden resolve to brave the worst, and 
have done with it aa soon as possible. 


A man seldom cries out when hit in 


the turmoil of battle. It is the same 
with a horse. Five troopers out of six, 
when struck with a bullet, are out of 
their saddles within a minute. If hit in 
the breast or shoulder, up go their hands, 
and they get a heavy fall; if in the leg, 
or foot, or arm, they fall forward and 
roll off. Even with a foot cut off by a 
jagged piece of shell, a house will not 
drop. It is only when shot through the 
head or heart that he comes down. lie 
may be I atally wounded, bu I hobbles out 
of the fight to right or left, and stands 
with drooping head until the Joss of 
blood brings him down. 


Tbe borae that loses his rider and is 


unwounded himself will continue to run 
with his set of fours until some move- 
ment throws him out. Then he goei 
galloping here and there, neighing with 
fear and alarm, but he will not leave th 
field. In his racing about he may get 
among the dead and wounded, but be 
will dodge them if possible, and, in any 
case, leap over them. When he has come 
upon three or four riderless steeda, they 
fall in and keep together, as if for mu- 
tual protection, and the "rally" of tbe 
bugle may bring the whole ol them into 
ranks in a body.

INDIAN SCOUT.IN TBAIIJNG A FCO- 


ITIVK—AN UMvKKIXG EVE AND 


INSTINCT. 


"Arkichita: A Tale of an Indian De- 


tective" is a true story of. Indian skill in 
trailing, that would have delighted the 
heart of Penimore Cooper. It is told in 
the September St. JSTtc/ioJos by Lieuten- 
ant W. C. Bennett, Sixth Infantry, XT. 
S. A. 


Arkichita, a typical Indian, was chief 


scout at North Sisstton, Dakota, in 1SS2. 
Although he knew English well, he held 
the old Indian hatred of its use, and 
would never speak it except under ex- 
traordinary circumstances. 
He stood 


about five feet nine inches in height, was 
slender, but wiry, and was about thirty- 
four years ot age. Ordinarily he was 
slow aad sedate in his actions—very dig- 
nified ; but when the necessity arose, he 
could be aa quick as a flash, and had, 
like every ludian on tbe Northwestern 
plains, a pair of eyes that could equal any 
field-glass. 


His services—for he had be«n employed 


as a scout for some years—had been very 
valuable to the government, and, ia rec- 
ognition of this fact, the officer in com- 
mand had secured authority from the 
War Department to promote him to the 
rank of sergeant; consequently h« went 
around in a iieal uniform with chevrons 
and stripes, very much impressed with 
his own importance, which he considered 
second only to that of the commanding 
officer; and be look Bare that every ono 
else also should respect liis lank aud dig- 
nity. 


As his native name is the Sioux for 


"soldier" it Is easily seen why he was so 
named ; but be bad still another name, 
which the Indians had given him before 
his entering military circles, and that, 
translated into English, was the "grass- 
walker," or "trailer," from his absolutely 
marvelous ability to find the trail of any- 
thing that left even tbe slightest trace on 
the ground as it passed over it. 
... 


A desperate soldier named Biice broke 


jail one night, and was pursued the fol- 
lowing morning. The trail led lo the 
wes' for a trifle over a mile, and we fol- 
lowed until we came to a tree at the edge 
of a slough to the northwest of the fort, 
called the "garden bar slough." Here 
Arkicbita pointed under the tree, and 
said Brice had lain down there to rest. 


The trail here led into tbe slough. 
A Dakota "slough" is a shallow lake, 


the water of which is from six inches to 
three feet deep, with u soft, muddy bot- 
tom, but not generally miry. The cen- 


i 
1 of the slough is usually free from 


grasses or weeds, but along tbe edges, 
from twenty to sixty yards out, long 
tule-grass gro'vs. 


This particular slough was a mile long, 


und varied from an eighth to a quarter 
ol a mile in width, and there was a foot 
of water covering as much soft mud. 
During the night the wind had roiled tbe 
water up considerably. It seemed hard- 
ly possible to track anything through it, 
except where the tule had been broken 
down. Where that was the case, even I 
could follow the trail; on reaching open 
water, however, the case was different. 


Tbe eastern end of the slough reached 


to a point near the fort not more than a 
hundred and fifty yards from a brick- 
yard, on which was a kiln that had been 
built during tbe summer. The kiln was 
now ready for firing. 


Once I thought Arkicbita was ballled, 


after all; he had come to a dead stand- 
still near the tule. Then an inspiration 
struck me; perhaps by a circle I couid 
and the trail. Happy I'luu^btl I put 
it into immediate execution, and found 
one. 
Rather elated at my success, I 


called: "Coma quick; he,:p tr.iil!" lie 
came over, took one look ; just the sug- 
gestion of a smile played on his face as 
he said : "Cow." 


I did no more trailing, but understood 


what was bothering him. The post herd 
also had waded through here since Brice's 
escape, and it took all the scout's endless 
patience and wonderful eyesight to keep 
tbe trail where the cattle had passed 
through it. The grass-stem was of no 
use here 


We had passed over half the slough in. 


this circuitous route, when suddenly 
Arkichita started, straight as the crow 
flies, for the edge of the slough near the 
brick-kiln. Was he following tbe trail ? 


Oa he went until be cacpe to the shore 


nearest tbe kiln ; here be stopped, evi- 
dently bothered again. 
There was a 


scarcely discernible footprint in the mud 
and water right at the edge of tbe slough, 
apparently the last step the deserter had, 
taken before reaching hard ground. 
This footprint showed tbe toes, so tbe 
deserter was barefooted. Another thing 
about this print was its direction: it 
stood at right angles to the line previous- 
ly followed. Either the man had taken 
a sideward spring for the land from his 
right foot, or he had turned around and 
started back over his own trail.

Eighty 
yards from the kiln be looked at it. The 
same idea evidently instantly occurred 
to both of us. Tbe trail was leading to 
the kiln I Then l:e rose, and, bending 
over, slowly advanced to the edge of tbe 
brickyard. 


After reaching the yard, Arkichita 


walked slowly around the outer edge of 
it, examining the ground with tbe ut- 
most care, until he came to tbe point 
from which be started, when he said: 
"Trail cotne in—no go out; man in 
there," pointing to tbe kiln. 


And circumstances proved him to ba 


right, though it was thirty-six hours be- 
fore the fugitive was located in the kiln, 
and captured.

STREET CI.EAMW. 


Some two or three weeks ago a 


Carlisle 
contemporary 
bad 
a 
short 


editorial on Gettysburg, to tbe effect 
that our town 
is quite dirty. 
Our 


.Borough Council gave some recogni- 
tion to this at its meeting last Tuesday, 
ind as a consequence our people are 
asked to keep the streets in front of 
t'oeir residences aud places of business 
as clean as possible. 


This suggestion is, of course, a good 


one; but the Council errs, we think, 
in recognizing the statement of the 
contemporary as truthful, for it is 
essentially incorrect. Gettysburg is as 
beautiful a town as one frequently 
finds—a fact often commented upon by 
strangers. It^ls also recognized as a 
very healthful pluce and is quite as 
cleun as the majority of towns of our 
size and circumstances. 


Be believe, however, that some street 


cleaning system in Gettysburg would be 
an improvement, for at this season of 
the year especially, when our highways 
are largely used, owing to many battle- 
field visitors, more or less foreign matter 
is apt to collect. This ia the case, how- 
ever, in but a small portion of the town, 
and if the Borough authorities would 
regularly clean a half-dozen squares 
no complaint ot any kind could be made 
as to the town's general condition in so 
far as cleanliness ia coccarned. 


I'ROBAliLE WHEAT PRICES. 


ilr. Beerbohm, a London grain trade 


authority, is of the opinion that £urope 
will this season require So per cent, of 
the American surplus supply of wheat, 
in which event the reserves at the end of 
tbe present crop year may be even 
smaller than they were at the beginning 
of the harvest in 1SOS. It is a question 
what the surplus will be. Various esti 
mates of the crop yield and of carried- 
over stocks imply larger or smaller sup- 
plies available for export; but tbe gen- 
erally accepted minimum estimates in- 
dicate a production of 525,000,000 bush- 
els, to be supplemented by reserves from 
the 1S98 crop of 130,000,000 bushels, or 
a total of 655,000,000 bushels. 
After 


deducting 
approximately 
400,000,000 


bushels for home consumption and seed, 
there would remain about 255,000,000 
bushels; and Beerbohovs calculations 
imply that Europe will need at least 
217,000,000 bushels of this supply. 


This estimate is in line with that ot 


other exports at home and abroad; and 
it suggests abundant reason for con 11- 
dence in the stability of wheat prices, 
if not for a higner range of value later 
in the season.

Tribune's 
canvass of eight 


State* which produce tbe bulk of tbe 
crop justify a prediction that the crop 
will approximate 2,500,000,000 bushels. 
Including tbe crop now to be harvested, 
only Dine crops of 2,000,000,000 bushels 
or over have been produced. The esti- 
mates for 1899 of the eight corn States

Considering the nature 
of the offense with which .Ure>fus wa 
charged, of which the majority Qnd him 
guilty, it is inconceivable what "ex 
tenuating 
circumstances" can exist 


Dreyfus, an officer in a trusted position, 
a man of ample means, if not of wealth, 
ambitious of rising in his profession, and 
without a conceivable motive to cause 
him to betray his trust, is convicted of 
secret treasonable practices, and, in par- 
ticular, of betraying to a foreign govern- 
ment valuable military secrets. In fact, 
oue ot the weakest points in the Ci 
against him, as pointed out by tbe magis- 
trate, M. Bertulus, is the utter inability 
and failure of the prosecution and of the 
prosecuting witnesses to assign or sug- 
gest or imagine a possible motive on 
Dreyfus' part for the commission of such 
a crime. Where, then, are the "extenuat- 
ing circumstances ?" 
Either Dreyfus 


war guilty or innocent, but, if guilty, 
ceitainly without oua circumstance to 
extenuate or relieve the blackness of his 
guilt. 


Possibly, in their use of the phrase 


"extenuating circumstances," the judges 
had reference not to the question of 
Dreyfus' guilt, but to the measure of 
bis punishment. 
Perhaps they were 


thinking of tbe five years of horrible 
torture already endured by tlie unhappy 
prisoner in his closely guarded hut on 
Devil's Isle. 
And this suggests the 


question, will those flve years of illegal 
imprisonment be taken into considera- 
tion in fixing the duration of the term 
imposed by his new sentence ? 
It is 


suggested that his term ot imprisonment 
may not prove to be really very brief, 
and it seems to be conceded that it will 
not be accompanied by any features of 
unusual hardship or cruelty. 


But all this is upon the assumption 


that there will be an end not oaly of 
litigation, but controversy. There is no 
leason to expect that there will be either. 
It is not simply the case of Captain 
Dreyfus—of a single individual, but that 
of millions of Frenchmen—a case which 
involves tbe interests, the sympathies, 
the principles and the rights of many. 
It may be assumed that it was not as an 
individual that Dreyfus was eondemued. 
The tn»l was converted into a miguty 
duel, iu which were arrayed on one side 
the friends of justice and of civil and 


rfoual liberty, <md on the other the 


partisans of the army, the sticklers for 
maintenance of military prestige and 
authority at all hazards and before 
sverything else. The French generals 
who attfcnded as wttuesbea acted really 
•is a clique aad a lobby, working, ar- 
guing, bull}iug by turns, in aid of the 
prosecution,substituting their unreason- 
ing prejudices aud opinions for tacts. 
The issue was clearly defined at the

Dreyius Convicted. 


Sentenced By Courl-MartiiU to Toil Years' 


.Imprison lueut. 


Capt. Alfred Dreyfus was declared guilty 


of treason by the court-martial at Eennea, 
France, on Saturday, and was sentenced ti 
10 years' imprisonment. 


The judges found that there were "ex 


tenuating circumstances." 


Dispatches say that there has been 


outbreak either at Ren nee or Paris as a 
result of the verdict. 


Dreyfus bears the shock with fortitude 


He expects to be released October 
next, five years from the date of his for 
mer condemnation. The prisoner believe 
that a French law providing that a perioi 
of deportation counts for double the time 
of ord;nary imprisonment applies in hi 
case. There appears to be much doubt a 
to this. 


The prisoner hah already signed an ap 


plication lor repeal of the sentence, whicl 
will be presented without delay. 


It ia also reported that Dreyfus will bi 


pardoned. 


Should Dreyfus serve another term o 


imprisonment, he will probably be sent t 
Fort Corte, in Corsica, and well treated. 


When the verdict was announced, though 


fully expected by a majority of those in 
the court room, it completely stupefied 
them. Tbe silence which prevailed in th 
room and the way men turned pale auc 
caught their breaths were more impreesiv 
than any other manifestation could have 
been. 


As the news left the court room fully 10 


or fifteen men were weeping openly, and 
the majority of those present walked quiet 
ly down the street /or more than a block 
without speaking a word. It was like 
a funeral procession. 


Meanwhile a tragedy was being enacted 


in the little room off from the court room 
where Dreyfua listened to the reading o 
the verdict. 
He had been told it by his 


lawyers. 
The prisoner wept when they 


first spoke to him, but recovered his com- 
poeure later, when the clerk of the court 
read the verdict to him officially.

Dt. John J. Snjith, one of the mos' 


prominent veterinary surgeons in the 
Jumberland Valley, died at his home in 
jharnbersburg Thursday evening of an- 
thrax. On August 28 Dr. Smith conducted 
a post-moitem examination on a herd o: 
cattle belonging to Preston Berlin that had 
died of the disease, sending parts of the 
Bodies to the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board, which immediately diagnoeed the 
disease as the deadly anthrax.

HARVESTING THE CORN. 


CCTT1XG THE STALKS AT 


THK FBOPEIt PERIOD. 


The harvesting of the corn crop will 


soon be the main work on farms, and in 
some sections the crop is already receiv- 
ing attention. The most particular work 
is the cutting down of the stalks just at 
the proper time, so as to preserve Jie 
fodder in its bright condition. It is not 
necessary to delay cutting down the 
stalks until the ears are hard, for then 
the blades maj be yellow and dry and 
there will be a losa in the todder. Tbe 
corn may be cut when the ears are filled 
aM in the glazing stage. The grain will 
dry sufficiently after the ears are stored 
in the crib. It is estimated tbat there is 
usually a greater load of nuitritiou when 
tile stalks are left until the blades are 
yellow then would be regained in tbe 
grain, for as soon as the ears are glazed 
the corn is than about, as well filled out 
as it will be later. The nutritive matter 
on its way to theeais will be arrested in 
the stilts and the quality o£ the fodder 
be greatly improved compared with al- 
lowing tbe corn to remain until tbe 
green tinge of the blades is gone. Every 
farmer knows that brigbt, green, suc- 
culent fodder is mora highly relished by 
stock than when the corn is allowed to 
become yellow, aud the winds and rains 
do not destroy the green lodder as 
easily as is done with that wbicb is dry. 
IE cut down when yellow omen ot the 
fodder will be rejected, tor it then con- 
tains more woody fibre and is less 
digestible. There is also more loss o£ 
fodder that is shocked when it is har- 
vested too late, and if cut while green it 
will cure sufficiently in tba shock, as well 
as be in better condition for the 'fodder 
cutter or shredder, which reduces the 
fodder for the animals. 


CUTTING FOU FEEDING. 


After harvesting the corn at the 


proper stage, so as to save nutrition and 
have the fodder more succulent and 
digestible, tbere can be a further saving 
by proper preparation oE tbe food before 
feeding. Within the past ten years the 
shredder has come and it not only con- 
verts the stalks into shreds and husks off 
tbe ears, but also cuts the stalks and 
blades at the same time, which permits 
of utilizing the entire corn plant. It is 
claimed that from 10 to 40 par cent, is 
saved in the fodder by this method, ac- 
cording to the quality of the fodder. As 
corn stalks in their entirety were form- 
erly thrown into the baruyard to be 
picked over by cattle, their consumption 
due to proper preparation is a clear 
gain. 
Some portions of the shredded 


fodder will be rejected by cattle, but 
only a little when the corn is harvested 
at 
the proper stage. Tbe 
quality 


depends upon when the corn is removed 
from the ground and shocked, but it is 
the cutter or shredder that enables the 
farmer to use the wliolu of his corn crof. 
The ensilage cutter is also as serviceable 
for cared corn fodder as for ensilage. 
There can be no loss, even if the reduced 
fodder is uneaten, as the refuse can be 
used for bedding and then as absorbent 
material in tbe manure heap. In fact, 
if the cutter and shredder were used for 
no other purpose than to convert the 
stalks into bedding they would be valu- 
able ; but there will be but little of the 
corn fodder rejected if it is brigbt and 
in good condition. It is of importance 
to give the saving of the fodder more at- 
tentiou, as it is more valuable than the 
grain if carefully prepared for the ani- 
mals. Horses will keep well ou good 
fodder and come out iu the spring ready 
for work, but if tbe fodder is dry, and 
the blades whipped off by winds, and 
the shocks exposed iu the fields, the 
animals will only select the best portions. 
Shredded fodder can also be baled like 
hay, and shipped any distance. 


STOUAGE OF FODDKU, 


This country affords a wonderful spec- 


tacle to the foreign farmer who travels 
along the highways. He becomes sur- 
prised at the waste of valuable feeding 
material, for in every field may be seen 
shocka of corn fodder that bave fallen 
over, thesnow, wind and rain destroying 
it, while that which is left from destruc- 
tion is leafless and the stalks frozen. 
The farmer contents himself by hauling 
this worthless fodder to the barnyard to 
be trampled by cattle and converted into 
manure; but he loses the fodder a<i a food 
and as an aid to the supply of hay. 
It 


is not !") valuable for tbe manure heap 
when exposed as when cut orshredd«d,f or 
when reduced it absorbs the liquids more 
readily and will decompase sooner. As 
the fodder is equally as valuable as the 
grain if properly cured and prepared some 
estimate may be made of tbe annual loss 
to farmers when it is ytated that tbe 
corn crop, at 25 cents per bushel, is worth 
$500,000,000, and the fodder as much, 
but more than ona-balf of the fodder is 
wasted in the Qelds by exposure, entailing 
a loss every year of $250,000,1)00. If con- 
verted into milk, butter aud meat this 
waste material would bring to the farm- 
era $500,000,000 per annum. Sucb a loss 
would not be permitted by manufactur- 
ers, for at tbe great slaughtering estab- 
lishments everything is saved aud sold, 
even to the hair, hoofs, blood and horns ; 
but the farmer, who should be econom- 
ical it be wishes to succeed, throws awav 
one of the most valuable products of his 
farm that simply requires care in har- 
vesting and storing to be utilized. More 
stock can be kept when the entire corn 
plant is used, and better manure for thb 
farm can be made by putting the fodder 
under shelter or even stack it iu a man- 
ner to prevent losa from exposure during 
winter.—Pltila. litconl.

WHEAT AFTER COBN. 


SUGGESTIONS BTf A WRITER IN THE 


"COtTNTKY GENTLEMEN." 


Gradually in tbe corn belt, wheat af- 


ter corn will be the order, and aa grad> 
ually tbe summer fallow will go out of 
use. Tbe old custom of following corn 
with corn till tbe land failed to produce 
a paying crop, then sowing to wheat, 
following with grass till the grass failed 
must pass out of uae. This way waa 
thought to build up the land but instead 
it gradually exhausted it—and more, it 
was too slow iu results, as part of the 
time the land gave no profit. Modern 
agriculture is driving farmers to adopt 
some system that will cause tbe land to 
give a paying return each year. It is 
now believed that the most certain step 
in this direction is a short rotation, one 
crop in this rotation to be clover. Re- 
sults in this direction show that clover 
does best if allowed the land every third 
year. A shorter rotation and tbe clover 
does not prove a satisfactory crop. As 
a crop between corn and clover, wheat 
has proved the most profitable. Tben 
tbe question comes up, fcow to get the 
best cropof wheat after corn ? Tbere is 
a feeling with those iiot accustomed to 
nor familiar with the practice, that the 
corn stubs and shocfea are very much in 
the way, and cause such a loss of laud 
that this seeding is unwise. To such I 
will say that maximum crops have been 
grown after corn. Tbe shocka,ot course, 
cause acme losa of apace but it cannot 
be so said of the corn stubs, nor is it 
necessary that the stubs be cut close to 
the ground. A good many plans are 
advocated, to get tbe shocks out o£ tbe 
way, 
but I do not think they can be 


removed with profit before seeding, 
ueiice, it is advisable to adopt some plan 
that will be the most practicable, and 
leave them Stan ling. It is unpleasant 
to wo:k the land over high stubs, and 
for years I have tried to overcome Ihis 
by having the corn cutters cut them 
low, but found this very hard to do ; and 
more, the unnecessary stalk that is car- 
ried to the shock caused that much 
more waste of labor in getting it back 
to the land. If the stubs are high, the 
best way to get them down is to run a 
light roller over them ; if this is done 
when they are green, many of them will 
break off at the surface of tbe ground. 
This is better than to harrow without 
rolling because the harrow will pull up 
many of the stubs by the roots and leave 
them in bad shape to work the other 
tools over. My plan is (when the stubs 
are heavy) to roll, following with tbe 
harrow in the same direction, disc har- 
row first, straddling every row. This 
gives tbe wil a double stirring, and 
leaves it level. Then follow with a drag 
harrow in the same direction, once or 
twice over the land, as it may require. 
If the corn has been given deep or ridge 
culture, the work of preparation for tbe 
wheat sowing must be done across tbe 
way the corn has been last cultivated, 
otherwise the land will not be smooth 
and level when it settles after seeding. 
We cultivate our corn level and shallow; 
hence, when it comes to preparing for 
wheat sowing we can work the land in 
the direction tbat suits best; this ia al- 
ways tbe long way of the field. With 
all work done before drilling in the same 
direction, all the stubs lean that way, 
and if any trash it ia straightened in 
that direction. After harrowing I like 
to roll again ; this obliterates the bar- 
row marks and prevents confusing them 
with the drill wheel marks, as is often 
the ease when the soil is very dry ; and 
besides, if any of the corn stubs are 
turned up by the roots, rolling mashes 
the soil loose and preventa these clumps 
of soil being in tbe way of implements 
passing over the land afterward. If a 
disc drill is used it will do better work, 
going in the direction the otber tools 
Have gonfc. If driven crosswise, the discs 
will jump many corn stubs and run over 
tutts of rubbish and grass. If tbe corn 
ia to be followed with wheat it should 
be cultivated with that object in view. 
The better the corn is cultivated and 
the cleaner it is kept tbe cheaper the 
work of wheat seeding can be done and 
the more satisfactory it will be all 
around. Sometimes a farmer will takp 
a notion that he can get more wheat by 
seeding both ways. 
KesultB ftom such 


work do not justify further experiments 
in tbat line. There ia a good deal of 
risk attending the double seeding. The 
weather may stop the work when half 
done, long enough to sprout tbe wheat 
sown, which will be seriously injured by 
this cross sowing. Sometimes corn land 
is seeded to wheat after a single barrow- 
ing, but as a rule there can hardly be 
any doubt but tbat more work will pay. 
We have always aimed to work as often 
as we could and have not felt that we 
lost by it unless tbe crop was an entire 
failure.—JOB N M.

Crops Fed on tbe Farm. 


I have read a number of articles on 


the subject ot how to realize the moat 
from the corn crop and notice tbat most 
of them start out by saying that much 
depends on circumstance;, and if tbe 
corn is low in price it should be fed and 
if high it should be sold. A man follow- 
ing such a plan is sure to fail and at the 
end of a few years be will have no tarm 
on which to grow his crops and no stock 
to feed. The farmer who is controlled 
by circumstances will be a failure; be 
cannot successfully farm in that way. 
He must rotate his crops and return fer- 
tility to tbe soil in the form of manure 
I have made i*. a practice to feed all my 
crops on the farm and my farms have 
always increased in value. I have kept 
all kinds of stock, cattle, bogs, oheepand 
horses, and generally cut up my corn aud 
feed it lo fatteniug cattle, these follow- 
ed by stoek cattle, young horses and 
sheep and then tbe Logs. 
I feed shock 


corn on the ground when it is dry or fro- 
zen and in the evening feed snapped corn 
in boxes. 
.Fattening cattle should bave 


a good shed to sleep in and the hogs 
should be put in with them so they ct*u 
clean up the droppings. 
Another ad- 


vantage in feeding the crops is tbat it 
gives employment to the boys on the 
farm aud leaches them economical and 
industrious habits. 
It makes it neces- 


sary for them to beat home all the time 
and their spare moments can be spent 
in making everything around look neat 
and attractive and also have tiuie to read 
some good agricultuial payers and get 
uew ideas about tbair work. On the oili- 
er baud the tnau who sells all his pro- 
ducts ou the market has nothing to em- 
ploy his time and usually spends it loung- 
ing arouud town talking about bdd 
roads, etc. Now tbese are the kind of 
men the bicycle boomers and wheelman 
work on to get them to vote a tax on the 
thrifty, industrious farmer who stays at 
home and feeds his products.—A writer 
in the .Frame Ji'urnier.
